When he was in Santa 
Ana 
last 
week. Rev. Dana W. Bartlett of Los 
Angelea urged the people of this city 
to form organizations to prepare for 
handling the vast crowds of 
immi­ 
grants that will come into Southern 
California with the opening up of the 
Panama Canal three years hence. 
Orange county, in 
common 
with 
other Southern 
California 
counties, 
has an immigration problem already 
ar hand. 
Organizations looking to do­ 
ing something 
three 
years 
hence 
would be excellent institutions, but 
they need not wait three years to get 
busy. 
We have an immigration problem 
here and now, and it is 
a 
problem 
worth studying. 
We have hundreds 
of Mexicans who have come here to 
labor in our sugar beet and 
celery 
fields and in our orchards. 
So far, 
(hey have proven the best available 
labor, better than J apanese or Hindu. 
Our farmers would prefer white labor 
if they could get it, but failing to get 
white labor the farmers have taken 
the men from across the south border. 
The Mexicans have brought 
with 
them their own standards of living 
and their own ideas as to what is 
right and wrong. 
A few days ago a 
Mexican was in J udge West's court 
on a charge of running away with a 
Mexican girl. 
His only excuse was 
that down in Mexico where he came 
from it was not considered out of the 
way to get a wife that way. 
He was 
ignorant of American standards. 
He 
had not been convinced that, now that 
he is in the United States, he must 
live according to the laws of this land. 
To a large extent, this Mexican’s 
statement may be taken literally. Too 
many of the Mexicans are attempting 
to live here as perhaps they did in 
Mexico, where life was free and easy, 
where revenge with a knife was a 
virtue, and crime not always a shame. 
We notice the result of this condi­ 
tion in the criminal courts of the coun­ 
ty. 
The criminal work of the offices 
of the district attorney and sheriff is 
increasing at a rate that makes the 
problem serious from the standpoint 
of expense, if nothing else. 
The iron 
hands of the officers are felt every 
day, and their course of landing hard 
and as often as possible doubtless has 
a good effect, probably a far better 
effect than 
we 
can 
measure. 
By 
handling in a vigorous manner every 
criminal case that comes up they are 
doing their share in teaching these 
recent immigrants that, now that they 
are here, they must obey the law or 
suffer the consequences. 
But is there no other way of better 
ing the situation than merely by ham­ 
mering away in prosecutions, by clean­ 
ing out blind pigs, by sending wife- 
beaters to jail and putting peace dis­ 
turbers on the courthouse lawn?
